Saturday, June 22 was a full 
day in Didsbury as the town put 
together a day of activities to 
honour community volunteers 
and pay tribute to the one-one- 
hundred anniversary of Eldon 
Foote Hall. 

An estimated 300 people 
turned out to take in the days 
event that was held under a 
bright sunny sky as tempera¬ 
tures soared to 30 degrees. 

Residents had the chance to 
see demonstrations in Karate, 
square dancing, clogging, there 
was a miniature tradeshow 
downtown and the highlight of 
the morning was the arrival of 
the Empress Steam Locomo¬ 
tive. 

The majestic, shining ma¬ 
chine barrelled into town ahead 
of schedule at 10:13 am and was 
met by the awestruck eyes of 


young and old alike. 

The sight was a reminder of 
days of old, some towns folk 
even dressed in pioneer attire 
adding to the olden day theme. 

When the locomotive finally 
rolled out of town around noon 
it was met with a barrage of pic¬ 
tures and a few people's eyes glis¬ 
tened with tears as they were 
overcome by memories of the 
past. 

The volunteer awards were 
another significant aspect of the 
day, as the town honoured this 
year's Outstanding Volunteen, 
Outstanding Rural Volunteers, 
Outstanding Volunteers family 
and Outstanding Volunteer. 

The first award handed out 
went to Outstanding Volunteen 
Jennifer Lunt. The award is 
based on outstanding 
volunteerism by a community 
youth and Lunt's achievements 
embody that spirit. 


Lunt has a number of 
achievements and volunteer ac¬ 
tivities under her belt, a mem¬ 
ber of the Girl Guides of Canada, 
Didsbury Search and Rescue and 
the Didsbury Youth Justice Com¬ 
munity she has ingrained her¬ 
self in community life. 

As well Lunt has been the 
recipient of the Commissioner’s 
Gold Award in October of 2001, 
which is awarded to guiding stu¬ 
dents who have demonstrated 
outstanding leadership and serv¬ 
ices as responsible citizens of the 
world; She was the recipient of 
the Canada Cord in 1998, the 
award is given to girl guides who 
complete all the challenges of t he 
pathfinder program and have 
provided leadership and services 
to the community. 

Finally she received the 
Danny Leclair Memorial Award 
during the 1998 99 school year, 
the award is presented to the 


students who always has had a 
positive and friendly attitude 
and who has had a willingness 
to reach out to others in their 
time of need. 

Adding to the list of Lunt's 
achievements is her desire to 
travel and that love led her to 
participate in the Tall Ship Mil¬ 
lennium Challenge in June 
2000. The experience led her to 
a number of ports of call in both 
Canada and the U.S. and gained 
her knowledge in sailing and 
navigation.

"Custom devices makes it ex¬ 
pensive in Children's Hospi¬ 
tals," said Ena MacDonald, 
Manager, Planned Giving of the 
Alberta Children’s Hospital 
Foundation. 

Other programs which will 
be included in the new Alberta 
Children's Hospital to be con¬ 
structed in Calgary are Emily's 
Backyard Play and Recreation 
Area, which allows hospitalized 
children and their siblings a 
place to play. As well a facility 
is being developed to allow pets 
to be brought into the hospi¬ 
tal. The goal is to make the chil¬ 
dren’s stay as comfortable as 
possible and provide them with 
a comfortable healing environ¬ 
ment. There are instances 
when children need continuous 
care for months on end. 

MacDonald along with foun¬ 
dation president and CEO 
Deborah Apps were in Dids¬ 
bury on June 20 for a cheque 
presentation. The legal pro¬ 
ceedings that helped make the 
donation possible were con¬ 
ducted by the Vernon Good Law 
Firm in Didsbury under the di¬ 
rection of Solicitor Angela 
Nygard. Every year the Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital Foundation re¬ 
lies on the generosity of people 
to help them meet their fund¬ 
raising goals, but MacDonald 
says the donation of a families 
entire estate is uncommon. 
"People are very generous, but 
this was a humbling experience, 
it was a very generous dona¬ 
tion it doesn't happen very of¬ 
ten," she says.

in the years to come. 

Nephew Bryant Fulton de¬ 
scribes the family as kind, gen¬ 
erous, but low key. "They were 
both very low key, Uncle Bob 
was the kind of person if any¬ 
one needed a hand he was 
there," said Bryant. That may 
very well be, but their gener¬ 
osity was anything but low 
key when Bob and Irene de¬ 
cided to leave their entire es¬ 
tate to the Children's Hospi¬ 


tal Foundation. 

The $155,000 donation will 
go towards the Children's Hos¬ 
pital Foundation's special needs 
fund which raises money every 
year to help support the hospi¬ 
tal with purchases that are not 
funded by the government. 

Every year the foundation 
mandates to raise $5 million for 
the special needs funds and the 
money supports research and 
professorship, the purchase of 


leading edge equipment, pallia¬ 
tive care and a host of other ini¬ 
tiatives. One of the difficulties 
the Children's Hospital faces is 
the need for customized equip¬ 
ment. Unlike adult hospitals 
where medical equipment is one 
size fits all, Children's Hospital 
have patients of innumerable 
weights and sizes depending on 
their age. For that reason they 
must customize their equipment 
to fit the physical needs of the

Grant funds cleanup

The suggestions made by 
the commission were based on 
25 other municipal garbage by¬ 
laws and Nault added that of 
all the documents he saw, 
Didsbury’s was the least de¬ 
tailed. 

"If you want to be able to 
enforce it you need the guide¬ 
lines," said Nault. 

However it was the addition 
of those guidelines, that 
caused concern with some 
councillors. 

Guidelines such as the ap¬ 
proved thickness and size of 
garbage bags, weight allow¬ 
ances and the approved size of 
garbage containers. 

Planning and Development 
Officer, Robert Wigg, says the 
specifications are important in 
case the town ever has to en¬ 
force or go to court over a vio¬ 
lation. 

"Our bylaws are very tech¬ 
nical, it allows us to go to 
court with it. If we go to court 
with an unenforceable bylaw 
you are wasting the town's 
time and our lawyer's time," 
said Wigg. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker 
and Mayor Dorothy Moore 
both agreed that passing the 
amended bylaw would cause 
issues with local residents. 

Kuelker believed the 
changes to the bylaw were so 
significant that it was a com¬ 
pletely different document 


than what was shown to the 
public. 

"I’m of firm belief that the 
bylaw that was advertised in 
the paper that got minuscule 
response, that we give that by¬ 
law second and third reading," 
said Kuelker. "I would like to 
refrain from making people 
angry. 

Moore stated that she be¬ 
lieved the technicalities in the 
bylaw were too confusing and 
a simpler wording was needed. 

Councillor Gary Dolha disa¬ 
greed with those statements 
saying the town should go 
ahead with the amended ver¬ 
sion, believing it went through 
due process and the amend¬ 
ments were a result of that 
process. 

"I believe the amendments 
clarify not confuse, I believe 
the original confused I don't be¬ 
lieve we need a plebescite in 
town for amendments that 
clarify," said Dolha. 

Councillor Don Watt agreed 
with those statements by say¬ 
ing he didn't believe the 
amended version should be 
sent out for public review. 

Town CAO, Evan Parlia¬ 
ment urged council that a more 
enforceable bylaw is needed in 
town, due to the fact the old 
bylaw was too loose to enforce 
many violations have been al¬ 
lowed to occur because the 
town has had little leverage. 


In Didsbury waste disposal 
is a controversial issue as the 
town tries to get out from un¬ 
der the heap of trouble being 
caused by a weak enforcement 
bylaw. 

"Currently your bylaw is 
unenforceable,” was the mes¬ 
sage being sent by waste com¬ 
mission CEO Larry Nault. who 
was advocating council imple¬ 
ment the new waste bylaw. 

The better defined bylaw be¬ 
ing proposed to council would 
not only help put an end to the 
countless garbage violations 
within town, but reduce the 
amount of garbage being gen¬ 
erated by Didsbury residents. 

"Right now the community 
(Didsbury) is generating the 
most garbage of any other com¬ 
munity in the region and it’s 
going to end up costing you," 
said Nault. 

First reading to the waste 
bylaw was given at the last 
regular council meeting and fol¬ 
lowing that it was released to 
the public for input. 

Town residents had very lit¬ 
tle input on the bylaw, two let¬ 
ters and a couple of phone calls 
was the extent of the commu¬ 
nity’s response. 

However, the waste commis¬ 
sion had a number of sugges¬ 
tions that proposed to make 
the bylaw easier to enforce.

who can decipher the class 2 
reports on the site and put 
together a project budget and 
arrange for contractors to 
complete the work.

The motion to hire a 
project engineer was carried. 


Contaminated land 
around the Ed Nolin build¬ 
ing extending across main 
street and onto adjacent 
CPR land will undergo rec¬ 
lamation hopefully this fall. 

The go ahead for the 
project came following the 
announcement of a govern¬ 
ment grant approval that 
will help pay for the project. 

The exact dollar figure is 
being withheld at request of 
council and administration 
in order not to compromise 
the tendering process.

Planning your Canada Day 
celebrations? Keep in mind 
that fireworks are a safety 
hazard. When it comes to 
fireworks, no amount of care 
can make up for the danger 
of malfunction. 

In Alberta the sale, stor¬ 
age, purchase and use of fire¬ 
works are regulated under 
the Alberta Fire Code. A per¬ 
mit issued by your municipal¬ 
ity and/or fire department is 
required for the sale, posses¬ 
sion, purchase and discharge 
of all types of fireworks in 
Alberta. If this requirement 
in the Fire Code is violated 
you may be charged under 
the Safety Codes Act. The 
safest way to enjoy fireworks 
is to attend an outdoor pub¬ 
lic display put on by profes¬ 
sionals. Pyrotechnic devices 
(better known as fireworks) 
are designed to burn and ex¬ 
plode and can cause serious 
injury. Every year, fireworks 
used by amateurs cause 
many injuries serious enough 


to require emergency room 
treatment. Severe injuries 
caused by fireworks can in¬ 
clude bums, lacerations, 
amputations, and blind¬ 
ness. 

The Fire Commissioner's 
Office recommends that 
fireworks be used only by 
trained professional 
pyrotechnicians Leave any 
area where amateurs 
(adults included) are us¬ 
ing these devices, and do 
not pick up or touch found 
fireworks. 

It's a fact. Fireworks 
are dangerous - too danger¬ 
ous to use yourself and 
sometimes not entirely 
safe even in professional 
hands. While attending 
your municipally spon¬ 
sored fireworks display, 
keep your distance. If 
you're close enough to see 
what they are doing, you're 
close enough to be injured 
if they make a mistake.

Day at a festive, well-run 
display operated by experi¬ 
enced pros using name¬ 
brand commercial grade 
fireworks. These shows are 
carefully planned and ex¬ 
ecuted. Not only is your lo¬ 
cal official fireworks display 
safer than doing it yourself, 
it is also far more spectacu¬ 
lar than anything you could 
do in the backyard. 

Here are some safety tips: 

Sparklers can burn as hot 
as 1200 degrees Fahrenheit 
and must be used with cau¬ 
tion. To be safe; 

• Use sparklers outdoors 
under adult supervision - on 
a driveway, sidewalk, or 
other fire-resistant surface. 

• Do not use them in a 
high wind. 

Deposit used sparklers 
immediately into a metal 
container; otherwise they 
may be stepped on while hot 
or lost in the grass only to 
be found at the next lawn 
mowing.

Some time ago I wrote an 
article challenging court de¬ 
cisions that opened the door 
to making the possession and 
distribution of child pornog¬ 
raphy a "right" under the na¬ 
tional Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms.

The mood of political cor¬ 
rectness in our nation these 
days abhors taking a clear 
stand in an attempt to accom¬ 
modate as wide a range of 
opinion as possible.

Is it so hard to rec¬ 
ognize that such tolerance 
opens the door to devastating 
consequences for children in 
our country?

I believe in what I call the

the sexual exploitation of chil¬ 
dren it reaps a harvest. When 
a nation makes the protection 
of children from all forms of 
abuse or exploitation it's high¬ 
est priority it reaps a harvest. 
You do the math and then ask 
what kind of harvest you 
want our children and our 
nation to experience. It really 
isn't hard to figure out. 
What's hard to figure out is 
why this is even a question 
in Canada today! 

As a means of voicing our 
deep concerns on this issue, 
we at Zion Church are join¬ 
ing Canadains across this 
great country in support of a 
national petition spearheaded 
by Focus on the Family 
Canada. 

The petition reads in part, 
. . your petitioners call upon 
Parliament to protect our 


children by taking all neces¬ 
sary steps to endure that all 
materials which promote or 
glorify pedophilia or sadomas¬ 
ochistic activities are out¬ 
lawed." Don't our children and 
grandchildren deserve that? 

If you, like me, and fail to 
see the logic and have deep 
concerns about recent court 
decisions concerning child por¬ 
nography, then I invite you to 
add your name to this petition.

I applaud the Didsbury Re¬ 
view for carrying the ad, 
"Who's Protecting Our Chil¬ 
dren?" Focus on the Family. 
Is it not incredible that in 
March, 2002, BC Supreme 
Court Justice Duncan Shaw 
acquitted John Robin Sharpe 
on all charges related to the 
possession of written child 
pornography? 

I went to the internet to 
review several articles regard¬ 
ing this case including "Rea¬ 
sons For Judgement" which 
gives the legal ruling from 
Justice Shaw, and the infor¬ 
mation was appalling. Basi¬ 
cally Mr. Sharpe was arguing 
that his individual rights of 
expression were being in¬ 
fringed upon. 

The Court cited that Mr. 
Sharpe's written materials 
had some "objectively estab¬ 
lished artistic value".

So what can we do to protect 
our children? As the Focus on 
the Family ad states, we can 
write, email or call our elected 
officials NOW Loopholes in the 
law need to be closed, readers/ 
viewers and producers/distribu¬ 
tors must learn that abusing 
children is not permitted in this 
wonderful country.

Chinook's Edge bumped off arbitration list

Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) was sched¬ 
uled for arbitration on July 
2 until they were informed 
they have been dropped from 
the list with no alternative 
dates set. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment introduced legislation 
putting in place a binding 
arbitration to end province 
wide teachers’ strikes in the 
beginning of March. 

Chinook’s Edge was to be 
the seventh school board to 
begin the arbitration proc¬ 
ess, following the six larg¬ 
est school boards, which in¬ 
clude Edmonton and 
Calgary public and Catholic 
school boards. 

A phone call early last 
week informed CESD the 
first six arbitration discus¬ 
sions were taking longer 
than expected and they have 
been removed from the list. 

“We understand things 
can take longer than ex¬ 
pected and we wouldn’t be 
upset had the province told 
us everyone would be 
bumped back - but they 
didn’t, they just took us off 
the list,” said Brassard. 

He explained this delay 
puts unbelievable pressure 
on his division and school 
administrators when plan¬ 
ning for next year’s budgets. 

“All the budgets are in 
limbo until we find out how 
much the teacher’s contracts 
are going to cost. 

Schools won’t be able to 
budget until they know how 
much they have to pay their 
teachers.” CESD is the sev¬ 
enth largest school division 
in Alberta. Approximately 
650 CESD teachers are wait¬ 
ing for arbitration to settle 
contracts. CESD is the larg-

Brassard said there is so 
much territory covered in 
this division, so many 
teachers and a lot of animos¬ 
ity, right now, this news 
doesn’t help anything.

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Past principal builds bench to honour lost grads 
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l«in Taylor reads the plaque mounted on the bench he constructed in memory of former students of his that died tragically following their graduation. 


Not all post graduation stories 
are filled with success and tri¬ 
umph. Some come riddled with 
tragedy and despair. 

Almost every' high school reun¬ 
ion is shadowed by missing faces, 
reminders of old classmates whose 
lives were cut short by tragedy. 

Ian Taylor, a former principal 
of the Didsbury High School from 
1981 - 1996 and now Chinook's 
Edge Trustee knows all to well the 
harsh reality that some of his past 
students never made it to their 10 
year reunions. 


"It has sort of haunted me," said 
Taylor. "Although my years here 
were very rewarding there was al¬ 
ways a shadow hanging over 
them," said Taylor. 

It is for that reason that Taylor 
was so pleased when he was ap¬ 
proached by the Class of 1991 to 
construct a bench in memory of 
students that passed away from 
that particular class and other 
grad classes during Taylor's ten¬ 
ure at Didsbury High. 

"It's an effort at remembering 
them in part of the environment 


they grew up in," says Taylor. 
"Maybe also a reminder of the 
senseless death of young people, 
tragic sort of deaths for various 
reasons, it is a terrible waste of 
life." Taylor recalls the time in the 
work shop putting the bench to¬ 
gether and he says it was a very 
peaceful and sobering experience. 

"Sometimes I'd think about the 
different people on the plaque and 
I'd almost think they were stand¬ 
ing there watching me...I wanted 
to do the best job I could," said 
Taylor. There was also a moment 


he recalled when he almost forgot 
a name and then suddenly for no 
appjirent reason, remembered. 

"It was almost like he was there 
saying don't forget me', it was a 
very peaceful thing," said Taylor. 

Tobi Schneidmiller, Class of'91 
graduate and member of the or¬ 
ganizing committee says the bench 
is a great tribute."We decided to 
do something special for the peo¬ 
ple lost in the Grade," said 
Schneidmiller. 

"We thought about the tree 
thing, but we wanted to do some¬ 


thing a little more that other peo¬ 
ple could enjoy." Knowing that 
Taylor was handy with 
wordworking they approached 
him to build the bench for them 
and he agreed. 

Taylor said approximately two 
weeks worth of work went into 
the monument's construction, 
which will be on display in the 
high school library."It was a gen¬ 
erous donation on his part," said 
Schneidmiller. 'We wanted to have 
something for the families to come 
and see."

We are spending most of this week in the United States 
to and from and attending a Sons of Norway Board meet¬ 
ing and Convention in Fargo North Dakota. I am the 
Director of Zone 4 which covers 13 Lodges in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan and Zone 4 is part of District 4 which 
covers Alberta, Saskatchewan, Montana and North Da¬ 
kota. There are six Zone Directors and six Executive of¬ 
ficers plus an International Director and I am the only 
Canadian on the Board. 

For the first time in my life I know what it feels like 
to be a minority. I like the other Board members, they 
are very nice people we all speak the same language and 
since it’s Sons of Norway we all look pretty much the 
same so I can’t compare myself with an Immigrant Ko¬ 
rean thrust upon an unknown culture, but they are to¬ 
tally American and I am totally Canadian and we do 
have our differences. To be fair I probably feel more com¬ 
fortable with these Americans then I would with Cana¬ 
dians in Quebec or even Canadians in Toronto but those 
differences spring from other wells of misunderstand¬ 
ing. 

"Welcome to America," a board member greeted us and 
my husband looked at her quizzically. "We live in 
America," he told her. "Well yes,” she admitted, "I guess 
I meant this part of America." And that I think is the 
main problem with our relationship with the American 
cousins, they assume that the United States is America 
and that whatever we are, we are so insignificant that 
they scarcely acknowledge our existence. They don’t do 
this with any malice or forethought it’s just bred in them- 
that they are Americans and they are The World. It does 
not occur to them that there is any way other than the 
American Way or that there is any Right better than 
the American Right. These are sweet, gentle, charming 
people who would lend you money, watch over your chil¬ 
dren, welcome you into their home and feed you. They 
are generous hosts, they have humor and charm but 
they (most of them) hardly acknowledge the existence 
of life beyond the American border. 

The jokes about, "Do you know my cousin in To¬ 
ronto?" are true, Americans have very little idea about 
the size of Canada and our geography and political sys¬ 
tem are a complete mystery. Province is a funny word 
that sort of equates with State maybe? And since we 
have so few of them we can’t be a very large country. 
Recently a Calgary member received a medal from the 
Norwegian Consulate and the Lodge Magazine, which 
comes from Minneapolis, printed a nice picture and story. 
Unfortunately he was listed as being from Calgary, Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. Can you imagine a Canadian magazine 
putting Spokane in Montana or Fargo in Idaho? 

It irritates me a bit that the people of the United 
States are exclusively called Americans while the rest 
of the residents of two huge American Continents are 
categorized by country but I guess "Americans" sounds 
better that United Statesians. We may be all living in 
America but we can’t deny that the Southern part of 
North America was settled before our area was and they 
have had more time than we have to become rich and 
powerful. Think of a big immigrant family coming to a 
new world, the early arrivals getting established and 
picking out the best and most fruitful land. Later on 
some of their grandchildren and some new arrivals from 
the old Country come in and settle in colder and less 
welcoming parts of the new country but no matter how 
hard we work we will always be a generation or two 
behind. Will we always be a little envious and resentful 
and maybe jealous of that part of the family that sets 
rules for the rest of the World? Is it their fault that they 
got here first and made more money? The Americans on 
the Board are decent, thoughtful, people who make every 
effort to make their Canadian family comfortable but 
first they have to be made aware that we are uncomfort¬ 
able. It does not occur to them that we are different in 
any way and that the American way is not the only way. 
This Convention marks the end of my four year term. I 
am going to miss my American friends.

A “violent” U.S. drug dealer 
featured on America’s Most 
Wanted was arrested June 15, 
in Innisfail. 

Innisfail RCMP and Red Deer 
and Calgary Emergency Re¬ 
sponse Teams (ERT) 
assisted U.S. Marshal, Deputy 
David Drake, by arresting 
Robert Michael Shimek while he 
and his girlfriend, Nicole 
Scarlett, visited her family in 
Innisfail on the Father’s Day 
weekend. 

Cpl. Don Townsend said this 
was the biggest arrest for him, 
a 23 year veteran in the RCMR 
and for Sgt. Ed Plitz, a 25 year 
veteran. 

Innisfail police had been 
working on the file for more than 
a year before the opportunity to 
arrest this dangerous felon ap¬ 
peared. 

“We had been assisting U.S. 
Marshals on this case for quite 
a while,” said Townsend. Deputy 
Drake said Shimek has eluded 
him since 1994, this was a case 
he lived and breathed. 

“I have been a cop for 27 
years, 1 have tracked people all 
over the world, from Amsterdam 
to Italy, from the United States 
to Europe; I could find 
someone anywhere but for some 
reason I couldn't find Bob 
(Shimek), and it did get to me,” 
said Drake. 

"I lived this case and I know 

that Sgt. Plitz 

also lived it with me for the last 
year.” Drake said Innisfail po¬ 
lice were first brought into the 
case when he received a lead 
from America’s Most Wanted. 

Someone had seen Shimek 
featured on the show and rec¬ 
ognized him in the Innisfail area. 

Although Shimek was be¬ 
lieved to be living in the 
Kelowna area with Scarlett, 
Innisfail police watched, know¬ 
ing he would be back to visit her 
family at any time. 

Police considered Shimek a 
dangerous felon. On numerous 
occasions Shimek had told 
friends he would never be taken 
alive. 

“Bob has no regard for hu¬ 
man life at all, he just doesn’t 
care,” saidDrake. 

Shimek is reported to always 
have a vile of LSD on his per¬ 
son that he threatened to splash 
on any officer, or shoot, or do 
anything he could, to avoid ar¬ 
rest. 

Shimek first fled on a war¬ 
rant issued out of Minnesota, in 
1994. He jumped 

bail in Portland. Washington 
and supplied the drug ecstacy to 
two people who overdosed and 
died, in New Jersey. 

“Anyone who has crossed 
him. he has splashed with 
LSD,” said Drake, explaining 
that LSD is an hallucinogenic 
drug that can be absorbed 
through the skin and a person 
splashed could easily overdose 
and die. 

“When we searched one of his 
residences we found $22 million 
worth of LSD,” said Drake. 

Back in 1997 Shimek was re- 


Robert Michael Shimek 

ported to have been celebrating 
a big score in a Nashville, Tenn. 
bar, after a PHISH concert, and 
his gift to friends was a drop of 
liquid LSD into their drinks. 

Drake said things got out of 
control and Shimek started 
dropping LSD into unsuspect¬ 
ing people’s drinks throughout 
the bar.

QUESTION: My wife has been involved in an affair 
with her boss for six months.

Having offered that disclaimer, let me say that there 
is nothing risky about treating oneself with greater re¬ 
spect, exhibiting confidence and poise, pulling backward 
and releasing the door on the romantic trap. 

The positive benefits of that approach are often im¬ 
mediate and dramatic. Self-respect expressed in a lov¬ 
ing way virtually never fails to have a salutary effect 
on a drifting lover, unless there is not the tiniest spark 
left to fan. Thus, in instances when opening the cage 
door results in a spouse’s sudden departure, the rela¬ 
tionship was in the coffin already. I’m reminded of the 
proverb that says, “If you love something, set it free. If 
it comes back to you, it’s yours. If it doesn’t come back, 
it never was yours in the first place.” There is a great 
truth in that, and it applies to your relationship with 
your wife. Now, obviously, it is risky to precipitate a 
period of crisis. When explosive individuals are involved 
in mid-life turmoil or a passionate fling with a new lover, 
great tact and wisdom are required to know when and 
how to respond. 

That’s why professional counsel is vital before, dur¬ 
ing and after the confrontation. It would be unthink¬ 
able of me to recommend that victims of affairs indis¬ 
criminately pose ultimatums with 24-hour deadlines, or 
that they push an independent partner in a corner. 
Great caution is needed in such delicate conflicts. In 
short, I suggest that you seek the assistance of a com¬ 
petent counselor who can help you deal with the prob¬ 
lem of Melanie’s affair. 

QUESTION: Children seem to be growing up at a 
younger age today than in the past. Is this true and if 
so, what accounts for their faster development? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, it is true. Statistical records in¬ 
dicate that our children are growing taller today than 
in the past, probably resulting from better nutrition, 
medicine, exercise, rest and recreation. And this more 
ideal physical environment has apparently caused sexual 
maturity to occur at younger and younger ages. 

It is thought that puberty in a particular child is trig¬ 
gered when he or she reaches a certain level of growth; 
therefore, when environmental and general health fac¬ 
tors propel a youngster upward at a faster rate, sexual 
maturation occurs earlier. 

For example, in 1850, the average age of menarche 
(first menstruation) in Norwegian girls was 17.0 years 
of age; in 1950, it was 13.0. The average age of puberty 
in females had dropped four years in one century. 

In the United States the average age of the menarche 
dropped from 16.5 in 1840 to 12.9 in 1950. More recent 
figures indicate that it now occurs on average at 12.8 
years of age! 

Thus, the trends toward younger dating and sexual 
awareness are a result, at least in part, of this “fast 
track” mechanism.

Drake said things got out of 
control and Shimek started 
dropping LSD into unsuspect¬ 
ing people’s drinks throughout 
the bar. 

One patron was in a near 
fatal crash when she tried to 
drive home, stoned on LSD. 

“This guy had no respect for 
human life,” said Drake. 
RCMP didn’t take any chances 
when arresting Shimek. 

Plitz and Townsend called in 
ERTs and surrounded the holi¬ 
day trailer Shimek and Scarlett 
were occupying. 

They had the trailer under 
surveillance for several hours 
before Shimek came out at 5:30 
a.m. and was arrested without 
incident. 

Townsend said Shimek said 
he had a feeling he was being 
watched and wasn’t surprised 
when he was put under arrest. 

“The RCMP were so smart 
on the way they arrested him, 
he could have shot his way out 
but they did it smart and I 
praise them,” said Drake, who 
wanted to be in Innisfail for the 
arrest, but knew if he did 
Shimek might hear of his pres¬ 
ence and flee. 

Drake said Innisfail is such 
a small community had he 
come in for the arrest word 
would have gotten out that the 
U.S. Marshals were in town. 

"I had faith in the Mounties. 

I knew if the Marshals came to 
town people 

would talk,” said Drake. 

He said everyone in this op¬ 
eration cooperated and shared 
information. 

“Plitz and the RCMP have 
been fantastic in this case. The 
old saying, the Mounties al¬ 
ways get their man is true,” said 
Drake. 

Shimek was arrested for war¬ 
rants issued by Ontario Provin- 
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cial Police, Immigration offi¬ 
cials and the United States 
Marshall Service. 

Shimek was just about to ap¬ 
pear on America’s Most 
Wanted for the second time in 
two years. Federal Agents al¬ 
lege he had as many as 50 peo¬ 
ple running drugs from Canada 
into the U.S. Police believe his 
arrest has 

effectively shut down a major 
hydroponic marijuana supplier 
to Hell’s Angels clubs across 
Canada.

unavailable to comment, June 
24. 

Shimek has been transferred 
to Thunder Bay, Ont. to face 
charges of possession of a pro¬ 
hibited weapon, possession of 
a restricted weapon, several 
charges of possession for the 
purpose of trafficking and of a 
controlled substance. 

Drake hopes Canadian 
charges will be dropped or re¬ 
duced so Shimek can be 
deported to the U.S. to stand 
trial for the deaths of the two 
young people in New Jersey. 

“When he is deported to the 
United States I will be there to 
welcome him back,” said 
Drake, he is in Thunder Bay, 
this week, to testify against 
Shimek.

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Final design plans revealed for recreation area 




The final draft of design 
plans for the new outdoor rec¬ 
reation area were presented to 
council last week and Commu¬ 
nity Services Director Rhonda 
Hunter says she is pleased at 
how quickly the project is pro¬ 
gressing. 


"We want to make a focal 
point for Didsbury," said 
Hunter while reviewing the 
plans that includes four ball 
diamonds, green areas, a play¬ 
ground, washroom facilities, 
parking, a theatre and a pond 
that will double as a winter 


skating facility. 

The park will also include a 
trail system and Hunter says 
specific grants are being looked 
at for that stage of the project. 

As well administration was 
given the go ahead to apply for 
the Municipal 2000 Sponsor¬ 


ship grant that could allocate 
between $80,000 - $200,000 to 
the project. 

The town is eligible to ap¬ 
ply for the enhanced version of 
this particular grant because 
they have been working in co¬ 
operation with Mountain View 


County. 

So far the town has $60,000 
in place from the county rec¬ 
reation grant and it plans to 
apply for further funds under 
the matching dollar criteria of 
that grant as well $15,000 will 
be requested from the Town of 
Didsbury. 

A fund-raising campaign will 
be used to raise other neces¬ 
sary funds. We're very excited 
it’s been a long time coming it’s 
about time Didsbury had it's 
own baseball diamonds," said 
Hunter. A meeting is sched¬ 
uled for Wednesday, June 26 at 
8 pm at the town office for the 
purpose of setting up a work¬ 
ing committee for the new rec¬ 
reation area. 

The committee once formed 
will act as a sounding board for 
the community and assist in 
the fund-raising initiatives that 
will be important to making 
the project a success. 

The construction of new dia¬ 
monds is also allowing the 
town to go into discussions 
with Chinook's Edge School 
Division in regards to the pos¬ 
sibility of replacing the Ross 
Ford Diamonds with soccer 
fields. A preliminary meeting 
with local trustee Roy 
Brassard, is said to have gone 
very well, according to coun¬ 
cillor Harry Penner who said 
Brassard was very receptive to 
the idea. 

"We are working on solving 
the soccer problem," said 
Hunter.
